Columbus, O., Dec, 12,— Allen G. 
Thurmau died this afternooa at B;1B 

lock. Hia death was quite sudden, 
though he has been in very feeble 
health tor some time. Lately he w an 
90 ill that his death was momentarily 
expected, but he rallied and though 
still feeble, it was thought he would 
linger perhaps the winter through. 

BIOGRAPUICAL. 

Alien G. Thurmaa, a noted Ameri- 
can jurist and statesman, was born at 
Lynchburg, Va., November 18, 1813, 
and was a deecendant of Joseph 
Hewes, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. When 
6 years of age be accompanied his 
parents to G|dlIioothe, Ohio, and was 
educated at the academy in that city. 
He began life as a surveyorjbut studied 
law in the office of Gov. William 
Allen and was admitted to the bar in 
1886. In 1844 he was elected a rep 
reeentative in congress and served 
one term, declining a renominaticn, 
In 1851 he was elected to the supreme 
bench of Ohio and for two years 
chief justice of that tribunal. He 
was the Democratic candidate for 
governor of Ohio against Rutherford 
B. Hayes in 1868, but was defeated. 
He became United States Senator 
March 4, 1869, and waa re-dected in 
1874. As senator he formulated what 
ie known as the "Thurman act,' 
compel the execution bj the Pacific 
roads of their con tracts with the 
government, and secured its passage. 

At the national Democmtie oonven- 
tions of 1876, 1880 and 1884 he was a 
candidate for the presidential nomi- 
nation, and, at the couventiou of his 
party in 1888, waa made the can- 
didate for vice-president. He made 
a vigorous campaign, but was defeat- 
ed anti has since remained at his 
home iu Columbus, O., where he has 
resided since 1853. For a number of 
yeoiB Mr. Tbiinnaa bm becpin leebig 
beialth ud then^lon 4Bot in active 
life.
